Paris, May 15.—The striking postal 
employes at a meeting adopted reso­ 
lutions appealing to the workmen’s or­ 
ganizations to make common cause 
with them.

The large*crowd that greeted 
the old singers was a great surprise 
to them and they decided to meet 
each year on the fourth Sunday in 
May as long as there were a suffi­ 
cient number left to sing.

Sharon,” although they were famil­ 
iar with almost the entire book. The 
class was led by Dr. McGaughey un­ 
til his death in 1884, since that tiihe 
by 
Dr. 
Porter, 
of Irvington, 
a 
nephew of Dr. McGaughey. At their 
last meeting in 1906 they found their 
number so small and the remaining 
ones so feeble it was decided to dis­ 
continue their meeting, but was sug­ 
gested a younger class would take 
the Work their fathers and mothers 
had done so faithfully. Tile Diapason 
class took the matter under consid­ 
eration and decided to take up the 
work. Last year they organized with 
59 charter 
members. 
The 
officers 
are Theopflilus Hargrove, president; 
Alonzo Myers, vice president; 
and 
florence Rock, secretary and treas­ 
urer. 
The Diapason with the round note 
system was first taught in Morris­ 
town in 1801 by Stephen Dungan, of 
Franklin, he also taught schools in 
different localities in the State. Many 
books have been used in the vicinity 
since, but the popularity of the Dia­ 
pason has never been surpassed.

IS AS SMOOTH AS PAVEMENT 


Has Proved to be Successful and 


Has Met With Approval of Ail 


the Citizens. 


Our people who are oiling the high­ 
ways may gain 
some 
information 
from the following which comes from 
the city of Vincennes, 
this 
State, 
that will be beneficial: 
“A crew of men dressed a strip of 
two blocks on Fourth street, most of 
which lay between 
Seminary 
and 
Perry streets. 
The work completed 
at a cost to the 
property 
owners 
along the streets of about $30 and if 
the statements of the agents of the 
Standard Oil Company are to be re­ 
lied upon and the testimonials from 
other cities that have tried the Stan­ 
dard road oil are to be believed, the 
work has produced a street as clean 
and in many ways 
more 
desirable 
than it would be had it been paved 
with brick. 
It is also said that it 
will last for considerable time with­ 
out further attention. 
“The work of dressing the streets 
w'as done by three men, including the 
street commissioners. 
The dirt and 
trash were at first removed from the 
street with great care, then with a 
sprinkler used for the purpose, the 
oil was applied to the street. 
It is 
estimated that not more than half a 
gallon to Khe srjuare yard is n e c e s­ 
sary—but less than that amount was 
used. After the oil had stood on the 
street for only a short timd a light 
layer of sand was sprinkled over the 
surface and a roller applied. Before 
the improvement was made all of the 
holes in the street, of any size, were 
filled so 
that it is 
at present 
as 
smoothe as a pavement.

Rats, Mice and Polecats Are Kept 


in the Same Room With 


Merchandise. 


Dr. J. Willard Parish, secretary of 
the Shelby county Board of Health, 
writes us as follows says the State 
Board of 
Health Journal. “Citizens 
living at Sulpher Hill, this 
county, 
have informed me that two grocery 
stores located at that place, are not 
in a sanitary condition. 
They say 
rats, mice, oppossum 
and 
polecats 
are kept in the same 
room 
where 
meats, butter and other eatables are 
placed bn sale. 
The excreta from 
these animals is thrown out the back 
door. 
What steps should be taken to 
abolish this nuisance?” 
We wonder what kind of people 
live at Sulpher Hill, that they pur­ 
chase supplies from grocery stores 
which are kept 
after 
the 
method 
above described. 
Under the laws of 
Indiana, it is an 
easy 
matter 
to 
abolish 
such 
conditions. 
All 
the 
health officer has to do is to issue a 
command that the conditions shall 
be removed, and sanitary conditions 
be supplied. 
Upon refusal QX neg­ 
lect to fufill 
this 
order, 
within 
a 
reasonable time, then the stores may 
be forcibly closed, and the matter 
tried out in the courts. 
The inspec­ 
tors of the State Board of Health al­ 
most daily go through this formula 
of 
bettering 
conditions, 
and 
all 
health officers throughout the State 
have equal powers with the inspec­ 
tors of the State Board.

Two tho usand babies, no w as healthy 
as any mo ther might wish her baby 
to he, will die in Indiana befo re co ld 
weather sets in nex t fall because o f 
po iso ned milk,” said Dr. Hurty . ‘‘The 
babies will be fed the po iso ned milk 
thro ugh igno rance, o f co urse, but the 
chief cause will be because the po is­ 
o ned milk will be cheaper, and par­ 
ents will no t see the need o f pay ing 
a little mo re and 
pro curing milk 
which can be guaranteed pure. 
The 
figures may seem startling, but they j 
need no t be. 
They o nly seem so be­ 
cause I am giv ing y o u the to tal all 
at o nce. 
I can, by go ing thro ugh o ur 
statistics; sho w y o u that many babies 
were kille'ff last y ear, and that many 
the y ear befo re fro m this same cause. 
We are try ing to educate the mo thers 
o f the state to guard against this 
slaughter o f their children, and we are 
educating them; but it is a lo ng and 
tedio us pro cess, and the greed o f man, 
which do es no t hesitate to feed upo n 
the liv es o f inno cent children, o v er­ 
co mes much that we teach.” 


A v ery hard fight is being made by 
the anti-salo o n league to carry Madi­ 
so n co unty , but the result is in do ubt. 
One o f the anti-salo o n league o fficials 
said to day : 
“ Anderso n is making a 
v igo ro us campaign, and has been fo r 
so me time, to influence o utside fac­ 
to ries to 'go to that city , and the liquo r 
fo rces will be able either to enlist 
co nsiderable sy mpathy and activ ity 
in their behalf because o f the belief 
that a ‘dry ' to wm is no t desirable as

are better than in a ‘wet’ to wn.

believ e we shall win the fight in 
Madiso n co unty , but there will no t be 
any thing like the majo rity o f ‘dry ’ 
v o tes wre had in Delaw are co unty .” The 
Madiso n co unty electio n has been set 
fo r May 26. 


Altho ugh Charles F. Lo eb, o f Mar­ 
tinsv ille, was fo rced by a co unty lo cal 
o ptio n electio n to giv e up his salo o n 
business, the appellate co urt declared 
that he can be held to the terms o f his 
fiv e-y ear co ntract to pay $5 5 a mo nth 
rent fo r his ro o m. He had two and a 
half y ears o f his lease unex pired when 
his salo o n was clo sed. 
He held that 
inasmuch as he had been fo rced o ut 
o f business by law, that he co uld no t 
be fo rced to pay the rent. 
The ap­ 
pellate co urt, ho wev er, ruled that the 
salo o n business was no t made illegal 
by the lo cal o ptio n o r remo nstrance 
law and that Lo eb must hav e kno wn 
when he made the lease that he 
might be v o ted o ut o f business. 


Alleging that he is entitled to po s­ 
sessio n o f the o ffice o f state ho use 
custo dian, Tho mas F. Co lbert, Demo ­ 
crat, appo intee o f Go v erno r Marshall, 
has bro ught suit against Charles J . 
Wheeler, Republican appo intee. 
Co l­ 
bert asserts that the law under which 
WTheeler was appo inted is inv alid, and 
that the legislature o f 18 97 gav e the 
go v erno r the autho rity to fill the place. 
He asks fo r the o ffice and fo r $2,000 
damages against Wheeler fo r ho lding 
it fro m him.
